A Now Suurce of Wealth.

Within n few years, the far west is
furni=shing a new sgource of weilth in its
supply of borex, Until very recently
the southern purt of Harope furnished
nearly all the borax for the world, Now
the monthly production of Californin
and Nevada s about 200 tons per month.
The principal refining point is Colum-
bus, Nevada, and the distance from
there to Wadsworth, the nearest stalion
on the Central Pacific Railroad, is about
200 miles over a desert country. 'The
means of fransportation isa train com-
posed of three wagons, the pole of one
fastened in the axle of the preceding.
Twenty-four mules are harnessed to the
first wagon. In this way the load of
about 80 tons is distributed on the six
axles, an Important precaution, as the
route lies over sandy plains and marshes
where romds are unknown. When a
difficult place is reached, the thrée wag-
ons are separated and the whole force of
mitles is attached to one wehicle at o
time, which is thus hauled over or
through the obstacle, Generally the
owner of the train conducts it, aided by
one or two assistants, and in the last
wagon s stored the necessary provision,
which [1ioludeu both food and water, for
men and animals, This Journey adds
about 14 cents to the cost of the bornx
per pound, From Wadsworth to HBan
Franciseo the expense of trnnsportation
is 13 cents additional » pound. The total
coat per pound in Ban Francisco Is about

84 cents.

Not Going Home to Vote.

The New York Hrmm 4 Washington
correspondent eays: 'There is no truth
in the report thut the Ohio clerks and
employees in  the government service
here have been ordered to go home to
volte at the state election next month,
Whatever may have been the practice
in former yveurs no persuasion will now
be employed to induce government
employees to go home and take part in
their state elections. The exercise of the
right of suffrage will not, of course, be

_ dleniel to any who may wish to leave
Washington, but the time they devole
to enjoying this prevogative will be de-
ducted from the thirty days’ leave of
absence granted by law to each govern-
ment employee. Futhermore application
for leave of alsence will need to be
made in the usual formal manner and
will be granted only wheh the employee
can be spared without detriment to the
govgrnment service, So sald Becretary
Schuriz, on the eve of his departure for
Louisville, when fjuestioned on the sub-
Jject. Not a single application for leave
of absence hins yet been filed in the de-
partment of the interior, and so far as
Enown hardly a dozen Ohlo men have
expresscd their Intention of going home
to vote. And yet there are about six
hundred Ohio republican wotes lying
around loose in  Washington which
could be utilized next month were the
old systemn of the free pasees and a
holiday to ev r.ry voter still in vogue.

The English Cotton Strike —One Hundred
and Six Mills Closed,

The U. 8, consul st Liverpool in-
forms the department of state that the
operatives lo the cotton mills of Bolton
and wicipity, tothe number of ten or
twelve thousand, struck on the first of
the prescnt month, mather than submit
to & reduction of five per cgni. In thelr
wages. One hundred and six mills are
closed fn eonsequence, It was stated
that the men are o good financial con-
dition o coutinue the strike, nnd thnt
contributions are snpplied by other naso-
clations. These operatives struck, also
in 1874 aguinst a reduction of five per
tent., but submited to arbitration, which
declded against them. The five per
cent, wius, however, restored In 1875,
and the present strike I occasioned by

the nttemipt to take lt nﬂ' ngnln. l."fnh\ua
nrbltration is again resorted to the pres.
ent strike Is Hkely to provea stubborn
ong, for while the men assort their
ability to remaiin ont an Indefnite time,
the mill owners, on ascount of the con-
tinunlly decrensing Amerlenn mnarkets
for thelr goods, the famine now raging
In Indin and the eastern war, are sald to
be well pleased to have thelr places elos.

hind the left shoulder,  Btrange to sy,
Mr. Ably lived until 9 o'elock next
morning, and was in possession of his
fall facultios up to within: o hour of lis
denth,
night and talked freely about his ailides,
but did not know from whienee the shots
were fired or who was the suthor of the
erlme, The whole thing [s involved [n
mystery, baffling the skill of the ofMcers
engaged In investigating the murder,

The terrible affhir lins coused the
most intense exeitement in the neigh-
borhood, and n vigorous search s being
mnde throngh the woods for the mur-
derer.

The Rev. Th. Lyman Abbott, after
making the trip down the rapids above
Montreal, eoncludés that ** there Is real
danger in it.” Of the Indinn pilot he
gays: ' He was the flest man (o take a
stenmbont over these raplds,  For thirty
yenrs e has been driving these ateeds
down this rocky and dangerous road,
and he knows the path well, Dut I
notice that while weare in the rapids
his face is in dead earnest, the eye keen,
the lips set, the museles tense, and when
we are passed n Inugh hreaks over his
face, as i once more he reallzed the
triumph of dolng well a diffieult duty.”
